Washington, Jan. 15 (/P)—Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt today ask ed con­ 
gress to nationalize the cou ntry ’s 
gold su pply and to giv e him au ­ 
thority for a flex ible range u p to 
60 per cent in rev alu ing the dol­ 
lar. 
Under present law, he is lim­ 
ited to a 5 0 per cent redu ction 
in any cu t of the gold content 
of the dollar he deems wise. In 
his action, the President did not 
actu ally dev alu e the dollar, say ­ 
ing “becau se of world u ncertain­ 
ties, I do not believ e it desirable 
in the pu blffc interest th at an 
ex act v alu e be now fix ed.” 
“The President is au thorized 
by present legislation to fix the 
lowrer limit of permissible re­ 
v alu ation at 5 0 per cent,” he 
added. “Carefu l stu dy leads me 
to believ e that any rev alu ation 
at more than 60 per cent of the 
present statu tory v alu e wou ld 
not be in the pu blic interest. I, 
therefore, 
recommend 
to 
the 
congress that it fix the u pper 
limit of permissible rev alu ation 
at 60 per cent.” 
The President said he wanted 
the gov ernment to get any dol­ 
lar profit resu lting from cu tting 
the gold content* and proposed 
that ou t of su ch profits the gov ­ 
ernm ent set u p a two billion dol­ 
lar fu nd for pu rchases and sales 
of gold in the foreign ex change. 
His message, in part, stated: 
“In conformity with the pro­ 
gress we are mak ing in restoring 
a fairer price lev el and with ou r 
pu rpose of arriv ing ev entu ally at 
a less v ariable pu rchasing power 
for the dollar, I ask the congress 
for certain additional legisla­ 
tion to improv e ou r financial and 
monetary sy stem. 
“By mak ing clear that we are 
establishing perm anent metallic 
reserv es in the possession and 
ownership of the federal gov ern­ 
ment, we can organize a cu rren­ 
cy sy stem which will be both 
sou nd and adeq u ate.

Tony es pointed the shotgu n 
and his flash-light at Rey nolds 
w ith the com m and to stick u p 
his arms. The y ou th, who was 
arm ed w ith a pair of tin-shears, 
ru shed a t Tony es, swearing th a t 
he wou ld k ill him. 
Rey nolds grabbed the shotgu n 
and it was discharged, the blast 
going harm lessly u p into the air. 
In the ensu ing scu ffle, Rey nolds 
obtained possession of the gu n 
and stru ck Tony es. 
The gu n narrowly missed the 
farm er’s head bu t., stru ck his 
shou lder w ith su ch force th a t 
the weapon’s stock was brok en. 
Tony es then drew his rev olv er 
and, when Rey nolds persisted in 
the attack , fired twice at the 
y ou th. 
One bu llet entered Rey nolds’ 
chest and the second one stru ck 
him in the neck bu t the y ou th

Trick 0’ The Week

THE FOUR COLORS 
There 
are many div inatio n 
tricks, and this o ne belo ngs to 
the list. But it inv o lv es a new 
principle, which has been em­ 
plo y ed in sev eral similar tricks. 
A small circular mirro r is used. 
The back is painted white, and is 
co v ered with glass; - and o n its 
surface appear fo ur spo ts o f’ 
different co lo rs. 
The dev ice is laid o n the table, 
and a perso n is to ld to co v er any 
o ne o f the spo ts with a dime. 
The magician turns his back 
while this trick takes place. 
When the dime has been re­ 
mo v ed, the magician picks u p 
the mirro r, and turns aside a 
mo ment. He finally lo o ks into 
the reflecting side, and immedi­ 
ately names the co lo r o f the spo t 
that was co v ered. 
Ex planation: The method 
is 
v ery ingeniou s. The su rface on 
which the spots appear has been 
coated with lu minou s paint. The 
paint absorbs light, and when a 
coin is placed ov er one of the 
spots and allowed to remain 
there abou t a minu te, it leav es a 
shadow. 
When the magician takes the 
mirror, he slips it u nder his coat 
as he tu rns away from the light, 
and detects the shadow in the 
darkness—for the rest of the 
su rface will glow.
